The first thing on the program, 
"State Mission Work ; is it Neglected 
in Kentucky?" occupied the attention 
of the body during most of the morn- 
ing session. 

R°v. B. F. Swindler, of Covington, 
and Rey. W. K. Penrod, of Paducah, 
were the appoiuted speakers on the 
subject. 

Rev. Swindler's talk was mostly 
statistical ; by quotations from past 
periods of this work he showed a 
most deplorable decline of Missions in 
Kentucky. He drew comparisons of 
Missionary work in Kentucky to that 
iu other States, showing that in pro- 
portion to the number of Baptists our 
work is inefficient. 

Rov. Penrod's speech was devoted 
entirely to the way the work 
has been conducted iu the old Com- 
monwealth and suggested that other 
plans be adopted to carry forward 
the wishes of the Association.

Bondage in all its forms is a thing 
despicable to the human race. Jean 
Valjean in chains at once excites our 
pity ; and when you pass from an in- 
dividual to a nation the offense is 
magnified, and men resort to arms, 
id nations bleed and freedom shrinks 
from the fastnespes of the mountains. 
But I would have you take a great- 
step : from physical to spiritual bon- 
bondage, from the real of dead matter 
the airy soul region, the very es- 
tice of which is freedom and liberty. 
A delicate thing is the human soul. 
Shut up within its earthly prison- 
house, there come to it whisperings of 
the Eternal Mind. The soul itself ll 
eternal. O, tho dele-table visiuu! 
Look upon the ray of sunlight as it 
comes glinting its way along through 
the trackless wastes of ether, break- 
ing in ten thousand reflections on the 
surface of the lake; and know that 
when the source of that light has 
failed, and its fires have burned 



What, then, must bo the bondage 
of a human soul? We can only pain! 
it in weak water colors by comparing 
it to physical or mental bondage. 
That ethereal nature that wan made 
to soar beyond the stars, and li 
enraptured to the music of the spin 
when whisperings come to it of thai 
spirit-land it would break from its 
prison, rend the bars asunder and, 
rejoicing in its freedom, soar away 
into God's eternal blue. 

Death is the greatest benefactor of 
the human race, because it promises 
the emancipation of the human soul. 
'If ever the silver cloud be loosed, or 
the golden bowl be broken, or the 
pitcher broken at the fountain or the 
wheel broken at the cistern, then 
shall the dust return unto earth as it 
was aim the spirit uuto God who gave 
it." But it is erroneous to believe 
that we must wait until Jeath to se- 
cure soul emancipation. It can, in a 
large measure, be secured in this life, 
aud he who fails to recognize this 
truth is struggling in the depths when 
he might be on the heights. Aud bow 
can this be done ? By crucifying the 
ttal material tendencies of our na 
s and cultivating the soul's yearn- 
ings, longings aud aspirations. There 
no two men that have the same 
soul level. Some men have no spirit- 
ual sight or insight whatever. Other 
meu can almost see the radiance that 
gleams from tho city of the Groat 
King. Some men are content to dwol 
iu the mists and fogs of the valleys 
inhaling their poisonous odors; oth- 
ers live upon the hilltops and bask in 
the sunshine of an eternal revelation. 
The beauty of the world about us aud 
the enjoyment of it, is iu direct pro- 
portion to our soul level, our soul 
emancipation. 

And now, lastly, I would have you 
notice that soul emancipation costs 
a struggle. All emancipation does. 
There never was a flower sprung 
from the soil bnt imbibed its nourish- 
ment from the decay of others; there 



is a battle fought and won 
and a nation'led to freedom but in Its 
track was blood and tears and broken 
hearts^ there never was a soul loosed 
from bondage but obtained it through 
struggle, strife, and the crucifixion of 
the baser nature. Every deed done 
for the satisfaction of a base appetite, 
desire or ambition is another bond, 
another fetter to the soul, another 
plunge iu the valleys of mist and 
darkness. On tho other h.nd, every 
victory U an ascension, Until at last 
we shall attain unto absolute emanci- 
pation, when our souls shall be free to 
roam at will the boundless regions of 
space Hero our vision is limited. 
What shall hinder over there to 
pierce all hidden mysteries and view 
the whole universe of God rolling in 
celestial splendor? Here we have 
live senses by which we come Into 
contact with the world about us. 
What shall hinder us over there from 
having ten thousand ? Here our ears 
can only detect a few octaves of mu» 
sic, aud above and below that all is 
silence. What shall hinder us there 
from hearing the whole gamut of vi- 
brations from the top to the bottom 
as it pours from out all space, limit- 
less infinite. O, the delights of abso- 
lute soul emancipation 1

gel that came and led him to explore 
the regions of space. On they sped, 
out into the silent night, where the 
glimmering stars shone in their mild 
radiance — on and on.

STOLEN ART TREASURES 

Napoleon Not the Only Vandal in Gal- 
leries. 

Napoleon was not the only vandnJ 
who has endeavored to carry off fit 
masterpieces of art. Many of the 
world's celebrated paintings could re- 
late queer stories of their loss and 
finding. Gainsborough's beautiful 
"Duchess of Devonshire" was stolen 
in 1876 from Agnew's picture gallery 
in Bond street, London, and every ef- 
fort to trace its destiny proved fruit- 
less. Finally, after a disappearance 
of over 20 years, the beautiful duchess 
in the Gainsborough hat emerged 
from the grime and seclusion of a cel- 
lar. A vestry official was obliged in 
the routine of his office to visit the 
basement of an old house in Smith 
street, Chelsea, where he found an old 
soiled picture destitute of frame. Ho 
easily procured its possession for a 
small sum and at once communicaf 
to the picture dealers the result of 
find. Agnew at once recognized the 
kidnaped duchess and was obliged to 
pay its possessor almost $5,000 for his 
discovery. 

A French expert was equally fortu- 
nate in finding Rubens' masterpiece, 
"The Visitation," which was believed 
to have been burned in a fire in the 
Antwerp cathedral. The expert 
found the canvas in an old curiosit; 
6hop at Rheinis and got its possession 
in exchange for two Louis XV. arm 
chairs and a coftVr of the sixteentl 
century. When the shopkeeper 
learned the value of the pictivn 
had bartered for such insignificant 
values he resorted to law to redress 



his injuries, but the court sustained 
Frenchman'. The picture with 



the portrait of Cardinal Pole, now 
owned by tho Marquis d'Oyh 
stolen from the English college at 
Rheims at the date of its breaking 
up in the seventeenth century and 
found a lodging place in an old for- 
saken house until fate threw it into 
the hands of the shopkeeper. 

A portrait of dashing Nell Gwynn 
by Sir Peter Lely was found by a phy- 
sician called in to attend the illness 
of a poor medical student who resided 
in a small tenement. The doctor no- 
ticed the tattered canvas on the wall 
and purchased it for an insignificant 
sum, not realizing tho worth of his 
discovery. When he sent it to be 
cleaned the authorship of the paint- 
ing was made clear. Many other re- 
markable works of world-famous 
artists have undergone similar curi- 
ous disappearances, a small Rem- 
brandt being lately purchased for a 
mere sixpence in a rag and bone shop

He was or- 
dained to the full work of the gos- 
pel ministry at the early age of 1 ( J, 
or, rather, as he entered his l'Jth 
year. He married Miss Sarah Gil- 
lam, of Scotch parentage, and rear- 
ed a large family. 

After his ordination he spent 
several years as a "travelling 
preacher" and labored extensively 
in both Virginia and North Caro- 1 
lina. He was called to the pastor- 
ate of the Isle of Wight Church in j 
1774. Other churches he serv 
pastor, among . which were 31 ill 
Swamps, Black Creek and South 
<Juay. When the war of the Revo- 
lution broke out in 1770, Mr. Bar- 
row did not hesitate to shoulder bic 
mu«ket and enter the army in de 
lense of his country and the cause 
of humanity. The historian, Som 
pie, says, "David Barrow did goot 
service for his country in the eon 
flict, winning great honor for him 
self also. 1 ' William Barrow, Da 
vid's brother, and grandfather oi 
the writer, was also a Revolution' 
ary soldier. They both sutfered 
many hardships. Davi 1 maintain 
eil, his Christian integrity while in 
the army, and when his term of ser 
vice enued as a militant warrior, he 
continued the warfare as a soldier 
of Christ. -His unexceptionable 
deportment rendered him very pop- 
ular with all classes of men," 

About four or live years after his 
ordination, and when some twenty- 
rive years of age, he was invited to 
preach at the home of a gentleman 
who lived on Nansemond River; he 
was accompanied by another minis- 
ter named Mintz. When they 
reached the place they found a 
stage, or platform, erected under 



some shade trees. The preachers 
were informed that they might ex 
pect rough treatment, "as a gang of 
toughs were on hand.

REMARKABLE TREES. 

Furnish the Bread for Natives of Vari 
ou3 Places. 

In many parts of India the flowers 
of a saponaceous tree form a really im- 
portant article of food. , The "blos- 
soms are very numerous and succu- 
lent, and are eaten raw. They are also 
6un-dried and sold in the bazars. A 
single tree affords from 200 to 400 
pounds of the flowers. The flowers 
of another species are employed in a 
similar manner by the natives of My- 
sore and Malabar. They are either 
dried or roasted and then eaten, or 
bruised and boiled to a jelly and made 
into small balls to be traded for othi 
food. Among the queerest of trees 
is the baobab, or monkey bread. It 
grows to the height of 40"feet, but its 
girth is entirely out of proportion to 
its height, some trees being 30 feet ii 
diameter. You can cut a room bi L 
enough for 30 men into the trunk of 
a baobab, and the tree lives on and 
flourishes. It produces fruit about 
foot long, which is edible. 

Th* carnauba tree, a species of 
palm, is one of the most valuable veg- 
etable productions of Eahia, Rio 
Grande del Norte and other localities. 
It flourishes without culture, resists 
drought, and always appears green 
and luxuriant. Its roots possess prop- 
erties similar to those of the sarsa- 
parilla. The trunk furnishes a su- 
perior fiber. When the tree is young 
it yields vinegar, a saccharine matter, 
a species of gum closely resem- 
bling sago. Its wood is excellently 
suited for the manufacture of musical 
instruments, as well as for tubes and 
conduits for water. The pulp of the 
fruit is very palatable, and the oily 
nut, roasted and pulverized, is a good 
subsituto for coffee. The trunk also 
yields a flour similar to maizena. 
With the straw, hats, brooms and bas- 
kets are made, and over $500,000 
worth of it alone are exported to Eng- 
land yearly. Lastly, a wax used for 
making candles is extracted from the 
leaves.— Ladies' Home Journal.

PLAYGROUNDS PREVENT VICE. 

Important Factors in the Rearing of 
Children ot the Poor. 

The first impulse of our charity 
visitor is to be somewhat severe witn 
her ?hiftles» family for spending 
money on pleasures and indulgf 
their children out of ail proport 
to their means, Bay* Jane AJdams. 
the Atlantic. The poor family which 
receives beans and coal from the coun- 
ty, and pays for a bicycle on the in- 
stallment plan, is not unknown to any 
of us. But as the growth of juvenile 
crime becomes generally understood, 
and as the clangor of giving no legiti- 
mate and organized pleasure to the 
child becomes clearer, we remember 
that primitive man had games long 
before he cared for a house or for 
regular meals. 

From the very beginning the mos-t 
enticing and exciting experience 
which the children have seen have 
been connected with crime. The po- 
liceman embodies all tho majesty of 
successful law and established gov- 
ernment in his brass buttons and daz- 
zingly equipped patrol wagon. The 
boy who has been arrested eumesbaek 
more or less a hero, w ith a tale to tell 
of the interior recesses of the mys- 
terious police station. The earliest 
public excitement the child remem- 
bers is divided between the rattling 
fire engines, "the time there was a 
fire in the next block," and the patrol 
wagon "tho time the drunkest lady in 
our street was arrested." In the first 
year of their settlement the Hull 
House residents took 50 kindergarten 
children to Lincoln park, only to be 
grieved by their apathetic interest in 
trees and flowers. As they came back, 
an omnibus full of tired and sleepy 
children, they were surprised to find 
them galvanized into sudden life be- 
causea patrol wagon rattled by. Their 
*ager little heads popped out of the 
windows full of questioning: "Was it 
a man or a woman ?" "How many po- 
licemen insideT' and eager little 
tongues began to tell experiencos of 
arrefts which baby eyes had witnessed. 

The excitement of the chase, the 
chances of competition and the love 
of a fight are all centered in the out- 
ward display of crime. The parent 
who receives charitable aid^and yet 
provides pleasures for his child, ana is 
willing to indulge him in his play, is 
blindly doing one of the wisest things 
possible; and no one i» more eager for 
playgrounds and vacation schools 
than the charity visitor whose ex- 
perience has brought her to this point 
of view.
